LoNDO.v. March 23. — Lord Salisbury, un- 
der date of March 2C, has replied as follows 
to .Sir Julian Puuucefoto, in response to Mr. 
Wliurton's ngte of March 22: "In reply to 
your telegram of the 2.^rd inst, , notice has 
been given to owners of sliip:! bound for 
Belu iiig .Sea, that belli agreeiiieiifi at pre- 
arent under discussion betv/tec Great Bri- 
tain and tho United States— that as to ar- 
bitration and that as to an interim arrange- 
ment — .nay afreet scaling in Behring ISea, 
They have, therefore, notice of their liabil- 
ity of possible interruption, and will 
sail subject to that notico. The 
tjuestion of time is nut, therefore, 
urgent. Inform the I'resident that we 
concur in thinliiug that when the treaty lias 
been ratified, thore will ariao a new state of 
tilings. Until it is ratilicd, our conduct is 
governed by the language of your note of 
June 14, ]8!)0, but when it is ratified, both 
parties must admit tliat contingent rights 
liavc beeomo vested in the other, which 
both desire to protect. We tliiuk that the 
prohibition of sealing, if it stands alone, 
will be unjust to British scalers, it the 
decision of the arbitrators should 
be adver.se to tho United States. Wo 
are, however, willing when the 
treaty bus boon ratified, to agree to 
an Hrrangonioat similar to that of last year 
if tho United States will consent that the 
arbitrators should, iu the event of their de- 
cision being adverse lo the United .States, 
nssesa the damage which Iho prohibition of 
sealing shall have iullioted ou British sealers 
during the pendency of tho arbitration, and 
in the event of it decision adverse to Great 
Britain, should assess the damages 
which the limitation of slaughter 
shall, during tho pendency of ar- 
bitration, have inflicted on tbo Uni- 
ted States or its lessees. As an al- 
ternative course, we oro also williug, 
after the ratification of the treaty, to 
prohibit sealiag in tho disputed waters 
if vessels bo excepted from the prohibition 
which produce a certificate that tliey have 
given security for such damages as the 
arbitrators may assess, iu case a decision is 
given adverse to <lreat ]5ritain, and the ar- 
bitrators receive tlie necessary authority in 
that behalt. In tliis ease a resti'ietioii of 
olaughter on the islands will not, in point of 
ii|uiiy, bi; nece.Siary, Her .Majesty's Clov- 
erniiiLiu ,ue unable to tee any other than 
one of those iiietliods of restricting seal 
bunliiig in tlie disputed waters, during the 
arbitration, which would be e(|uitable to 
both p.irties. 

.\ later note from Lord Salisbury to Sir 
.Julian I'auiicefote, dated March 2lilh, say.s; 
" With further reference to your telegram 
of the 2,'ircl inst., I am not prepared to ad- 
mit — as I gather that the ['resident thinks — 
that we objected lo the arbitrators having 
jurisdiction as to diinuigc:s inflicted in the 
past by tlie party against whom tho award 
is given, I only objected lo Her .Majesty's 
Guvcrnnieut being liable for acts they have 
not committed, I am ready to consent 
to a reference on tliis point on the following 
terms : That in case the arbitrators sliall 
decide in favor of tho British tlovcrnmeiit, 
that (lovcrnmeut may ask them further to 
decide whether the United States llovern- 
nienl lias since lS!j.j taken any action in lieh- 
ring Sea inflicting wrongful loss ou British 
subjects, and if so to assess tho damages 
incurred thereby; and that iu case tho ur- 
biti ators decide in favor of tlie Governnient 
of the United States or their lessees, they 
assess the damages incurred thereby." 

WASHiNaroN, March 28. — President 
Harrison and several members of his 
binet, during the day, considered the 
reply of Lonl .Salisbury, received yestui d.iy, 
and, this evening, it is said oliicially that 
the fommiuiication gives much satisfaction 
and gratifioatioD to tho Government, The 
document was transmitted to the Senuto by 
the President, shortly after noon, and was 
the iH'incipal siihjtict of discussion in the 
executive session which followed. The 
I'rebidenl'u response to Lord Salisbury will 
be presetted to the eabiiiel to-morrow, be- 
fore it is transiiiitted to Sir .Julian I'auiieo- 
f.ite, and may iiiil be delivered to him be- 
fore Wednesday. In the Seiiale eiveculive 
.si'ssion, to-day, .several senatora, incluiling 
Sherman, Morgan and George, made remarks 
in favor of the latiliealiun of ihe Behring 
Sea ■irbitration treaty, \ mimber of other 
senators (lesiriii;,' In >pea!; tm l.lie subju;'t, it 
wasagiei'il tl.,i.i unidhir .>^i'i:rel .session, for 
the fnrlher discussion of the tru.ity, should 
be held to-morrow, and the chances are 
that the treaty will be ratified on Wednes- 
day. 

The reply of Lord Saiisluiry, sairl one in 
high oilicial circles, whih^ not conceding in 
express terms what the United .States con- 
tended for in recent correspondence, is bo 
conciliatory in tone and matlor as to open 
a way lo a probable settlement of the pres- 
ent controversy. In the previous c irres- 
poiulencc .Salisbury declined to admit the 
Hubjeot of damages to tlio terms of tlic 
treaty nt alL Now ho proposes to refer the 
(juestion of damages to arbitrators. Upon 
this point His Lordship's suggestion eon- 
tains an impracticable feature, that of at- 
temptiug to measure damages to Canadian 
sealers, which Were prevented by tho 
United States Irom engaging in their ooou- 
paiiou. This is what the luto Charles 
Sumner described oa "conseijiieiilial 
damages." 

It would be impossible, in tho opinion of 
tho oHicials interested, to mako any esti- 
mate of damages for wliat miglib have l)een 
actual damages are nil that can be assessed. 
But it is stated I hat tho tone of the reply 
encourages the ollicials to believe a satisfac- 
tory arrangDinent can bo made witlt Kng- 
land for the protection of tho seals pending 
th-j decision of the points in dispute by 
arbitration, 

LoNiioy, jMaroh 28. — Newspapers take 
dill'ercnt \-icws of Lord Salisbury's lioliring 
sea otfer, and there is a similar diversity of 
aeotiment expressed.,- in tbe Parla-nent 
lobbies and otberplaoes. i.

Hai.ikax, March 28, — The bold attitude 
of President Harrison on tho Behring Sea 
question has caused a panicky feeling to 
enter tho breasts of a number of Nova Sco- 
tians. This feeling has extended to somoof 
the editors of tho newspapers horo and 
causes them to give vent to long leaders 
on tho subject, iu which they 
protend that tho Americana are 
merely handling the seal question 
with tbo ulterior object of gobbling up 
Canada. The Herald gives prominence to 
a. letter which concludes as follows : 
"Neither British statesmen nor the British 
people should Imagine for an ittatant that 
it is tho A tlantio fisheries or tlie Pacific 
seals that will be the real cause of war when 
it coVnes, It is tbe growth of Canada and 
knowledge of her vast resources, her na- 
tional public sentiment, her adhesion 
to British connection and loyalty 
to the Empire, and that she is 
destined to be a great rival power ou this 
continent. That is the real cause of the 
United States hostility. Britain may con- 
cede and concede, hut unless tho real con- 
cession that is wanted ia made, that ia, to 
abandon and leave Canada to lier own re- 
sources and tho tender niereiea of the United 
States, \var niiu'it couic eventually, if it 
does not come now it may como at a worse 
time. Unless a change cornea over Ameri- 
can sentiment, we have to fight sooner or 
later, and it would seem that sooner would 
be the ])est, because later may mako it 
harder to win, "

People ore wondering whence tho Mail's in- 
spiration was derived, Tbo Columbia 
members strongly favor a charter being 
granted, saying tho position is greatly 
clianged compared with two years ago. 
Tho C, 1*. lias a firm foothold on the 
Kootenay region, and there is no reason to 
fear States competition. There will be an 
iutereating time in the Ilailway Committee 
when the bill eomoa up. 

Mr. Prior was interviewed by the dele- 
gates of the ])oaiinion Labor Congress, this 
morning, who asked him to support Mr. 
Gordon's bill, to further to restrict Chinese 
immigration.

Unfortunately, 
there waa a Commission appointed 
in 1S77 who took it for granted that there 
waa to be no white settlers in British Gol- 
uinbia in future, the result was, to-day, 
when there was a lorgu influx of whites, 
nearly all tho good lands were held by the 
Indians. He believed a re-urrangement of 
the reserve is necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Dowdney said the question waa 
a most important one. Tho policy advo- 
cated by Mr. Barnard he (.Mr. Dewdncy) 
would not recommend the Hous-c to adopt. 
Great efforts wore being made by specula- 
tors in British Coliunbiu to get the Indiana 
to aurronder their rights. He did not 
think the time had arrived when the Gov- 
ernment should arbitrarily take away the 
Indians' lands. He was inclined to the 
opinion that the (government should con- 
tinue ils present policy. The (iovernmenl, 
liowever, would be willing lo assist through 
its agent:', to procure a surrender where it 
W'lP, absolutely necessaiy. 

Hon, .Mr. .Mills urgnd lli.it any action the 
GoveriiUient tO(.'k they should legislate in 
the iuterests of the whole country and not 
for one section merely. 

Mr. Mara said that all the llritish Co- 
llin. bia members desired was that good 
failli 1)0 kept with the Indiana, but it was 
adniillod even by Mr. ] )e\V(lney that some 
reseivcs were made recklessly. Certain 
Indians got more land than they 
wm-e entitled to. If the band decreased 
in nunibei'.i ami held mole land than its 
meinbcrsliip was I'airly eiuilled to the Gov- 
ernnienl should be in a position to sell to 
white niou and the proceeils go to tho In- 
dian.s, Tho Songhis Reserve, near V^icto- 
riu, for lack of Ihe consent of three men, 
ihe (Jovernnitnt were not able to sell, 
and ought to have jiower to act. 
The time had arrived when tho Government 
ought to look into the question, and have 
mistakes rectitiod. 

Messrs. Da vies. and Patterson urged Hon. 
M r. Dewdnoy to proceed slowly in tbe mat- 
ter of selling Indian reservations. 

Mr. Barnard, in closing the debate, said 
the Indian was not tho beat .judge of his 
interests. The Govornmeut was his guardian, 
and ought to bo able to say whether the 
sale of Indian lands was in bis interests or 
not.

THB FAIB LAND OF f OLAND. 

Wholesale Umrdors of Hebrews by a Gang of 
Brothers. ' 

Warsaw, March 28,— Three brothers, 
named Koldkor.sky, have been arrested for 
murdering Hebrew emigrants, whom they 
nudortook to guide across tho frontier. 
They made tho little hamlet of Moukit 
their headquarters, and for several months 
have gone out two or throe times a week on 
tho road to intercept their viotinis. At first 
they did a legitimate buaincas, but some- . 
two months ago they began killing 
those of their charge who gave evidence of 
having money about them. When tho 
brothers got a small party to be guided 
over tho border, one was left in charge, and. 
tho other two forged ahead, on tho iiretoxt., 
of arranging matters with tho guards, and 
hid theniselvcs in a d«nse wood, throughi 
which tho victims were led. When the. 
emigrants passed, tho brothers fell upon' 
them with clubs and knives, killed them<. 
and stripped them, and buried their 
bodies in tho snow, some dis- 
tance from tho road. A few days ogo, 
a woodsman found five naked bodies left by 
the thawing of the snon-. Ho reported hia- 
discovery to tho police, and they found two 
more. It is said that thirty inoro naked 
bodies aro concealed in tho woods. The 
Search for them ia still in progress. The 
last, victim of the brothers was a peasant, 
found asleep on the floor of his hut. Two 
held him while the other strangled him..- 
They then robbed the house and piit the- •" 
body under the floor. .<

A HI^'T TO TJIE POLICE 

Resiirdlns the Death of Michael Duun— Tho 
Curonur'a Inquest. 

Coroner Morrison and a jury of six, of 
whom Tvlr. George Wynne was foreman, yes- 
terday, heard what evidence was iditainablo 
regarding tlie death of Michael Uunu, whose 
body was found in the harbor on Saturday. 
Tho verdict, obtained after very brief con- 
sultation, waa that '• the deceased, Michael 
Dunn, came to hia death by drowning." 

Friends of Dunn'a, for from ten to twenty 
years, testified that he waa a hard-working 
man, a boiler maker by trade, and tli.it ho 
camo to Victoria looking for work. Failing 
to obtain employment at hia calling, ho 
asked Mr. A. C. McAlpine, proprietor of 
the Western hotel, for a temporary job as 
waiter, and got it. For four months ho 
was 80 engaged, and during all that lime 
his employer says that he never knew him 
to take a drink, much lees get drunk. 

After leaving Mr. McAlpine'a sorvioe 
Dunn had ^0 or so, at the very least. 
When his body was found, the pockets con- 
tained a 2u-cent piece and an American cop- 
per cent, which the deceased always car- 
ried, often remarking to his friends, "While 
I have this I can never go broke." 

.Just before ho was missed, some ten or 
twelve days aijo, Dunn was seen intoxicated 
for the first time. It was iu tho bar-room 
of the Western, and he had plenty of money 
in hia pockets, for which two chance com- 
panions appeared to be "working him." 
The names and description of these two men 
were given to Scrgrant L'lngley, yf.Bterday, 
by Mr. .McAlpino, who thiiika that they 
were the iu.il to sl'l' him aroiiiul. 

One of tho witncatcH, at the iiiriucst, re- 
ferretl to a person, not presuiit, hsiviiig met 
Dunn on the street and loaned him a dollar 
to get something In eat with, as he s iid he 
was hungry. Mr. Mc.Mpine, at the tinic, 
said, "When yon are Dimn again tell him 
to come haL-k to me; 1 have a job for liini 
onv time.'' 

U'hether death, in poor Dunn'H case, was 
pnreIyacoidrnt.il, or whether, when all hia 
money was gone, he grew desiiondent iind 
committed suicide, is still a matter of de- 
bate among his friends.

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TOO LATE. 

The notice f^iven to tlio sealers by Collec- 
tor Milno ycstuitlay ciuiaed u good deal of 
excitement among tlioso wlio lire interested 
iu the scaling bnsinesa. Tho notice took 
them by surprise. It is very ditticult, iu- 
.deed, to see why it waa seat so late 
in the season. Nearly the whole of tho 
scaling fleet is at sea. Tho owners of the 
vessels have incurred the oxpenaea of the 
voyage. Tho notice which thoy received 
to-day will not save ono of them a single 
dollar. Thoy cannot recall their vessels if 
.'they would, and even if it were possible to 
•send them word, the whole expense ot pre- 
paration would be lost. 

It woidd appear as if tho IJritish ollicials 
were completely ignorant of what is going 
on in the world outside of Downing Street. 
If inquiries hud been made, it would have 
ibeen the easiest thing in the world to have 
found out that the sealers of British Colum- 
bia, depending upon the protection that the 
vessels of a Kritiah colony flying the Hiitisli 
flat; have a right to expect, were fitting out 
their vessels for the coming season. They 
made no secret of their intentions. 
- Every one who toolc the least .inter- 
■eab in their work " could see what 
they were doing. A word of warning 
would, while tho preparations were going 
on, have been elVcctive. It would have 
prev anted cautious men from running any 
•■..nusttl risk. They all would then know 
'what they were to expect, and there would 
ho some justice in tellini; them if they went 
tliia year to hunt seals in Qehring Sea, they 
would do 80 at their own risk. But, to delay 
that warning until tho preparations had 
been completed, and tlio ships had been 
weeks at sea, seems to us to bo both sense- 
'leas and unjust. 

We would like to know what Lord Knuts- 
•.ford means by requesting Lord Stauley to 
vwain owners of sealing vessels, Wio /lare 
daired tliii year for Jli hriit;/ Sea, of what is 
being dine in Wa.shington, and what is 
likely to be done. He surely cannot expect 
.- those owoera to send cruisers to that Sea to 
/ 'hunt up tho vessels and to recall them. It 
is evident that the notice given, yesterday, 
cannot apply to iheni. It can only apply 
to all tiuleis "proposing to seal in the 
.said svatuLS " on the 'JSth of March, the day 
the warning was published in Vic- 
toria. It is evident that all sealers 
•which cleared from Victoria previous to 
rtbat. date, are entitled to the protection 
■ of the British Government on the high seas, 
or to compensation, if that protection 
tiirough no fault or neglect of theirs, is with- 
drawn. This is the position in which tho 
^.greater number of the vessels of the sealing 
'fleet were when tho Colonial Minister's 
warning readied Victoria. They cleared 
when they had every reason to believe that 
they wotdd be protected by the nation mi- 
<ler whose flag they sail, and it is not to be 
supposed that they will te capriciously or 
unjustly deprived of that protection. 

We see that in the negotiations that have 
?been going on between the two Goveru- 
iments, the interests of British subjects in 
this province have not been forgotten. If 
the United States Senate aanjtiona the Ar- 
bitration Trtaly, regulations restricting the 
-catch of seals are to go into effect iinmedi- 
'«tely. What those regulations arc, no one 
«3Coept the negotiators and the members of 
the Senate knows, but we see that Lord 
.Salisbury, in his letter of tho 2Gth, says : 

We think that the prohibition of sealing, 
if it btanda alone, will be unjust to Britiali 
scalers, if the decision of the arbitrators 
.should be adverse to tho United States. 
We are, however, willing when the treaty 
lias been ratified to agree to an arranyenient 
..similar to that of last year, if the tjuited 
.States will consent that tho arbitrators 
.should, in the event of llieir decision being 
adverse to the United States, assess the 
damage which the prohibition of scaling 
ishall nave inflicted on British sealers during 
-'the pendency of the arbitration, and in the 
event of a decision adverse to Great Britain, 
should assefs the damages which the limita- 
tion of slaughter shall, during tho pendency 
of tho arbitration, have inflicted on the 
United States or its leaaeea. " 

This seems fair as far as tho two Govern- 
lucnts are concerned. But it is not to bo 
expected that the British Government will 
permit British sealers who depended upon 
,irfor protection to be great losers even if 
tho award is adverse to Great Britain. 

Again in reply to objections made by 
President Harrison, Lord Salisbury in 
.another note says : — 

" I am ready to consent to a rofereuco on 
'this point on tho following terms : That iu 
•case the arbitrators shall decide in favor of 
the British (JovernTnent, that Government 
may ask them further to decide whether the 
•United Statea Government has since 1885 
taken any action in Bchring Sea inllieting 
-wronglul loss on British sulijects, and if so 
•to assess the damages incurred thereby ; 
and that in case the arbitrators decide in 
favor of Ibe Government of the United 
.States or llicir lesaees, thoy assess the dam^ 
ugea incurred thereby." 

Here again wo see Lord Salisbury making 
provision for couipeusatton' to British sab- 
jeots who Iiave sustained losses through the 
'assertion of the United States of Ker claim 
to e.vclusive jurisdiction over tho waters of 
Bdhring Sou. Tho American Government 
-.is, of course, free to accept or reject those 



proposals, but it is not likely that they will 

bo rejected. The proposal to compensate 
those who have aull'ered loss through the 
action of the two high contracting powers is 
so reasonable that we cannot see how it can 
bo lost sight of. 

Tho probability, then, is that if tho award 
is in favor of Great Britain the Victoria 
sealers will bo indemnified by the United 
States. If it is against Groat Britain wo do 
not think that its Government will ignore 
the claims of those who suffered loss rlast. 
year through tho establiqhmout of the modus 
Vivendi or who will suffer loss this year for 
want of timely notifieation of tho course it 
intended to pursuo pending the ratification 
of tho Arbitration Treaty. Notice this 
year, to be of any benefit to thoso whom it 
concerned, should havo been given months 
before it was sent to tho Victoria Collector 
of Customs. 



A UOODLE BX(jUIHy. 

Chicago baa another boodle sensation 
Oaservant citizens have seen, with aupriae, 
the rapidity with which aldermen and 
civic ofUoials grow rich. Men who two or 
three years were not worth a dollar, and 
who possess no visible moans of making 
inuiiey, have, since thoy became connected 
with the city Goverilment, been transformed 
into millionaires. They live on the fat of 
tho land, they wear broadcloth and fine 
linen, thoy havo built fine mansions, and they 
have acquired property. How has this all 
come about? the ratepayers naturally ask. 
Where is tho gold mine these aldermen 
have found '/ I'nblic-spirited citizens, with 
tho aid of a grand jury, havo instituted an 
eniiuiry into the sources whence these 
gentlemen havo drawn their wealth, ajid the 
results are not altogether satisfactory to 
them. They find thut considerable reluct- 
ance ia exhibited by public servants in 
getting at the true inwardness of alder- 
iiianic wealth. Rirty politics, it appears, 
stand iu the way of a thorougli investiga- 
tion. I'oliticians do not want to see men 
who have been pillars of strength .to their 
party exposed. If it is proved that they 
have eitlier as bribe-givers or bribe- 
takers defrauded the public and ren- 
dered theinsclvcB liable to punish- 
ment, their usefulness at elections 
will be gone, and it will be ditiicult to got 
men to put in their places. The friends of 
houcat government complain that the little 
thieves are trapped and exposed, but that 
the " big fellows " are not to be caught. 
The state's attorney, it seenia, is an active 
and ambitious politician, and is, therefore, 
not very zealous iu prosecutiug tho men of 
whose aid he hopes to avail himself as he 
climbs the political ladder. This is what 
the Chicago Times said about the investiga- 
tion on the 22nd inst. , and it does not ap- 
pear to have made much progress since : 

"Certain indictments have been found 
against Chicago alderman. The list, a amall 
one, incbuk's only cheap and eommon-place 
riia^'als. Where are the l)ig fellowa ? Where 
are the .so called respectables'; Where are 
the lii'ad devils, the men of intelligence ? 
And, above all, where are tho creatures 
c(iuallT guilty who (laid bribes? 

"Three-fourths of the common council are 
bribe- takers. The list includea «a many 
Republicins as Democrats. ICvery ai;oun- 
cliel of them should bu brought to book, 
but the state's attorney, it is reiiieiiiiioi ed, 
is a Republican candidate for tho guberna- 
torial nomination who is under ten^ptation 
to save liis own party and inipcaeh his 
adversaries. Is ho merging tho state's 
attoruEy with the candidate'.' Is he look- 
ing for Chicago ward delegations? 

"Let us havo tho whole truth, not so 
much of it only as may suit a Republican 
candidate for governor, and while the war 
is on against the scoundrels who take bribes 
let there be attack also upon tho scoundrels 
who eive bribM, - The statute treats both 
alike. Let the state's attorney do the awne. 
Introduce, as seems thus far to have been 
done, the element of partisan politica, and 
a promising prosecution must inevitably fall 
to the ground to the groat encouragement of 
corruption in public ufe." 

The indications are, just now, that the 
investigations in Chicago will not be much 
more productive of good results than were 
the emuiiries in San Kraiiciseo two or three 
iiKinllia ago. The Ijoudlers appear to be the 
niuatei's of the situation, and to bo able, 
whenever they pioase, to paralyze the arm 
of justice. 

llEr UliLICAN FREEDOM. 

The continental nations of Europe are a 
very long time learning the les.son of free- 
dom. lOven the most liberal of them does 
not seem to know what tiuo Uli('rty means. 
It Wf.s only on Saturda}' last that tho new 
French Premier — Luubet — in itply to a 
question put to him by a member of the 
Chamber of 'Deputies, deolured that "tho 
Government was determined not to allow 
tho pulpit to became <i political tribunal, 
and that if tho existing laws did not suflioe 
for this purpose, the Goveriinicnt would 
close tho chuicliea of tlie oU'ending ecclesi- 
astics." 'J'hus, we see, that even French 
republicana are not prepared to allow per- 
fect freedom of speech iu the pulpits of their 
country. Tho authorities seem to think 
that society cannot bo safe if tho Govern- 
ment is not continually restraining aud di- 
rootiug tho people in tho oxorciso of their 
rights. They cannot realize that the Re- 
public would be just as safe as it is, and in- 
deed safer if every clergyman in tho 'land 
was allowed to say just what ho pleased in 
tho pulpit, being subject to no other re- 
straint than tho authority of his church and 
tho good sense and good feeling 
of his coa'groftation. In our country, 
tho Government never dreams of interfering 
with the pulpit utterances of clergymen. 
Thoy are perfectly free to say what they 
think right. And it is oidy juat to 
them ti) say that thoy very seldom, indeed, 
abuse tho freedom they enjoy. There are 
polttioal parsons here and there, it ia true, 
and Ob clergyman now and then says things 
aboat public oiTairsand publio men that had 
better be left iitisaid. But the political 
clergyman very soon hears from the press 

d the people w hen he goes boyonil tho 
bounds of modcrutiou. Aud this check is 



found to be, in this country, amply suf- 
ficient. Tho political parson ia not popu- 
lar, and other clergymen who think it their 
duty to make public affairs, or rather, poli- 
tics, thu subject of their diftouraes'nqw'imd 
then, find that they makeKliidre enemies 
than friends, and that| when all things are 
considered, their interference has not done 
much good. Tho consequence ia. that, iu 
this country, whore the pulpit ia perfectly 
froe, the great majority of clergymen of uU 
denominations aro most reluctant i to talk 
politics' in the pulpit. Would not this bo 
the case in Franco if no notice were taken 
of tho inflammatory harrangues of ii few in- 
discreet clergymen, and if tho oirendora 
wore left to bo dealt with by their ecclesi- 
ostical superiors and their congregations? 

•The Pope has, in bis recent £ncyolica.l 
letter, shown that the Roman Catholic 
Church ia not the enemy of the Republio of 
France, or of any form of constitutional 
government. He made it clear that it is 
not fair or honest to regard the priests aa 
reactionists, who ■would, if tbey could, take 
from tho people the political privileges they 
enjoy. What, according to the Encyclical, 
the Catholic Church opposes is irreligioii 
aud unbelief, aud not iho form of Govern- 
ment wliich tho men of anj' nation cimsider 
beat suited to their circnmatance.s and tlieir 
needs. French Republicans should there- 
fore take the Pope at his word, and act to- 
wards tho Catholic clergy and the clergy of 



till denominations in accordance with tber 
principles of true freedom. They see tbaS 
in America an untrammelled pulpit ia not 
only not dangerous to- the state, but very 
'umoh .the reverse. Is there any reason why 
it should not boso inPranoe? Republicans 
who do no't ; believe. in.> freedom are looked 
upon with wonder I>y fr^e ' in on this side

AN AMERICAN CATTLE MAN 

GIvci Ills Opinion of the Canadian Qaaran- 
I tine Begnlatlons. 

The .Port Tbwnseiid leader ei Satinrday 
last contains \ha' following: "The' British 
Columbia embargo upon cattle and hops is 
dona solely with the object of helping the 
cattle syndicate in British Columbia," said 
a representative of the Spluwu Dressed Beef 
and Packing Co., who was iu tho city yes- 
terday, "'L'luvt ayndicuto is working to 
drive out of tho business a few enterprising 
liutchers in British Columbia not identified 
with the syndicate, who, tindiug a better 
demand for our cattle, have, bei'u importing 
beef and hogs regularly, paying the .'iO per 
cent duty on tho same and selling tliem at 
pricea lower than those charged by tho ayn- 
dicato. 

" Thia (nmrantino regulation doea no 
affect sheep. Why ? Because tliey raise 
no sheep in Britifih Columbia, and the}' aro 
only too glad to ojien their doors for our 
mutton, diaeaaed or not diseased. Thoy, 
however, discriminate against beef and 
bdga. Why? Because they raise a poor 
quality and want to force these outside 
butchers to ' como into my parlor ' and get 
their supplies at Victoria. 

" What pu!rcenlage do we furnish ? Well, 
I can give you a good idea of tho entire 
supply needed over there. Tho average 
monthly conaumpjtioii can safely be set 
down aa follovvs : Victoria, 1,0()U head of 
cattle and 2,000 sheep ; ]New Westininater, 
400 cattle and 800 sheep; and Vancouver, 800 
cattle and 1,200 sheep. It is difficult to say 
anything about hogs, as they aro uncor^tain 
at all times. Sheep, of course, all como 
from hero ; tho number of cattle furniahed 
from here varies with the seasons, but take 
it through February, March, April, and 
May and it iu safe to aay that Washington 
and Oregon furnish as much as 75 per cent, 
of the cattle consumed in British Columbia. 

" The butchers in British Columbia who 
buy our cattle come over here in person, 
visit the various cattle dealers of this State 
and Oregon, sometimes going as fur as Idaho 
and California, pick up a lot here and 
there, for there aie no syudicatca in theae 
Slates ; they pay cash and ship either at 
Seattle, Tacoma or Portland direct to 
Victoria. All cattle go by water to Victoria, 
which of itself makes an important item to 
the Piiget .Sound shipping interests."

PKTITIONS. 

Mr. Horne presented a pistition' from 
three-fourtha of tho property owners in 
North Vancouver, praying that .in case tho 
charter asked for is granted "to tho North 
Vancouver Electric 'Oo.',''that such pro\'iB- 
ions will; bo inserted as wilj^^compcl the 
compiuiy .to beigin 'operations within six 
months, and spend not less than $SO,OOU 
within twelve months. Petition received 
and ordcreil to bo printed.

QUESTIONS BV MEMUEKS. 

Mu. FousTER nsked the Miniater of 
Fiiiaiioe the following question, to which 
tlio answer uppondcd waa made, viz : 
"Whether, in puisuunco of the promise 
made by the Government, lust acaaion, 
during the debate on the ' Act to iiniend 
tho Assessment _Aot,' any inBtriictioiia 
were isaued to the Provincial Aasess»ra to 
prepare a return sliowiiig separately tlio 
value of laud, and tlic value of improvo- 
nients on land ; and, if so, whether such 
return ia nov,' available V " A. As Scution 
■10 of tliQ AsQcsauieut Act cdearly iloliiics tlie 
duties of assessors in the prepartaion of 
their rolls accordiug to the form 
sot forth in the achcdule to the 
act, it was deemed advisable not to deviate 
therefrom. No instructions have therefore 
been issued to tiie asaeaaora to make any 
distinction in the value of land uud tho 
value of improvements on laud, ns such in- 
structions if properly carried out would ne- 
cessitate an alteration in the form of the 
rolls which might invalidate the assess- 
ment. 

DEEI'-SEA FISIIEUIES. 



Hon. Mr. Tuunkr moved tho second 
reading of bill No. 01, an act to authorize 
an ngrtemeut with Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment for tho settling of fiahormen and 
others in British Columbia. He said: It 
will be necessary in moving tho second read- 
ing of tliia bill to refer not only to the prin- 
ciple of tho bill but to go somewhat fully 
into detail, at the same time, as it is impos- 
sible, 1 think, to fairly ajipreciato tho prin- 
ciple until the dotaila wliicli make up the 
principle are known, and it will also be ne- 
cesanry to refer — to the accompanying 
bill — that intitule 1 an Act to Encourage the 
Deep-Sea Kaherica of British Uolnnd)ia, in 
order to realize fully tho signiticanco of tho 
ijPresent measure. Bill 01 provides that the 
^ Government of British Columbia should be 
.. authorized to accept a loan from the Im- 
. .perial Government of i'100,000 tor the pur- 
pose of settling a largo number of families 
in the province. Unless arrangemonla are 
made for the colonization the loan will not be 
required — one is dependent on the 
other. It ia, I think, sir, well known to 
. this House that a committee of the British 
■] House of Commons was appointed to 
' f thoroughly investigate the subject of emi- 
.gration. This committee sat, 1 think, ^for 
• two or three ye:.ra. A very large mass .of 
very interesting evidence was obtained re- 
specting various forms of emigration from 
Great Britain to Australia, New Zealand, 
the Cape and Canada, aud particularly on 
thd settling of colonies of such immigrants 
in New Zealand and the Dominion. After 
very careful iavestigation and full consider- 
ation of tho subject, the decision arrived at, 
which was embodied iu the report, was that 
tho emigration of parties forming village 
conuuunities was tho desirable plan for 
assisted emigration to take. And it was 
tliought that British Columbia was a very 
eligible country for parties of sucjh colonists, 
and especially lislicrmen. The report re- 
commended that the British Government 
should make a loan to British Columbia of 
not over iirjO.OOO, iu order to carry out a 
well arranged scheme for placing such emi- 
grants on the public land of the province, 
the terms of tho loan to be as follows : The 
money to bo advanced in three sums of 
£50,000 each, tho lirat on tho completion of 
an agreement to be made with tho British 
Government ; the second and third as 
required to carry out the scheme, these 
loana to be for thirty years, and to hear in- 
terest at tlie rate of ;{ per cent. , tho pay- 
ment of interest not to commence until the 
si.xth year; the accumulated amount of in- 
tercat to be added to the capital sum of tho 
loan, the -.vhole to be repaid iu thirty years. 
This sum of £150,000 for the loan is baaed 
on tho cost of bringing out to the province, 
and locating on the land, and providing 
houses; iu fact, giving a start in life here 
to 1,000 families, being at the average rate 
of £150 per family; that sum, it liaving 
been ascertained by experience, to be fully 
equal to tlie requirements. It is highly 
probable that not more than an average 
of £125 per family will be' wanted. 
This, I think, explains the loan as far as 
the mere advance of money is concerned, 
and also the object for which it is advanced. 
Bat, sir, I am quite sure that this ia not 
enough to satisfy tho en((uiring miiula of 
tho niombors of this House, and to induce 
them to vote for tho second reading of the 
two bills. They will, before doing that, 
want to know something of the plan t!ie 
Government propose to follow in tho use of 
this moi:cy fur the introduction of their col- 
onists, and also what advantage is to be de- 
rived by the province from the loan and its 
accompanying immigration. It will lin no- 
ticed, air, that the title of the bill is an 
Act for the .Settling of Fisherjnen and 
Others, and liill No. (i'i ia intituled an Act 
to KncDUr.igo llu; Dec]) Sea Fi.aheriea of B.C. 
These two title.!, to a considerable extent, 
explain the ol'jecta the (Government have in 
view. It ia pretty conclusively shown by 
tho exploraLiona made of the waters aiija- 
cent to our const, that tlio Hca is fairly 
teeming with abundance and great vari(!ty 
of fish; moat undoubtedly, if thia great food 
supply could bo utilized by tho province, 
eitlier for homo consumption or for export, 
it would be x'™'hictive of nuioh wealth. 
At preaent, sir, as for aa B. C. 
concerned, thia great mine of riches — which 
witliont any disrespect to our entluiaiaatic 
miiung members, I udglit safely say is pro 
bably worth a great deal more tliau all the 
precious metals in tho province — is gpito 
undeveloped, virtually untouched. Hun- 
dreds of Uiousands of dollars liavo been ex- 
pended on our mines, and 'great energy and 
poraeveranoe shown in endeavoring to bring 
tho pveoious metal into market; hut our 
great iish mine, wdu'ch is easy of access and 
comparatively certain in its products is en- 
tirely neglected. \Vn have only to turn to 
the ijuited States Fishery report for the 
Pacific Const to see that our neiglibor.i in 
the States are already in the Held prosecut- 
ing the deep-uca fiahi.'ries of thia ccKiut. I 
find, sir, by tho re]K)rt just i.-i.sued that tho 
value of the lish caught, exchnivo of salmon 
brought to market by California and Oregon 
lishermen, including oysters and other shell 
flail in tho year KSSS was over a luillioii and 
a half dolls ra, aiul in addition tn thia tho 
Tvholo fisheries produced $690,729. Those 



sea fisheries, although of recent date, are 
already employing thousands of men, some 
5,S0O being engaged in California alune. I 
have not included the salmon fishing, aa that 
is already carried on in vthia - prpyince in a 
systematic form. IvfiDd''>by,tne^^merican 
Fishery report thafc the'Calitdmia fiahernien 
are actually proaecutingtlieirfishing industry 
in very close proximity to British Columbia, 
probably right in ouif own waters, aa they 
refer to succeessful catches at the southern 
end of Queen Charlotte Island. With thia 
undeveloped wealth surrounding ua tho 
government felt that, if the right men could 
be put in tho right pl&ce for tnia_ work and 
fairly started, that a grout industry might 
bo developed. But, sir, a most important 
consideration in connection with such an 
industry ia tho opening of markets for tho 
product of their uaheriea. There aeemcd to 
be little doubt that tho flah could bo caught, 
but they have to be disposed of to prolit, 
and, to effect this, distant markets have to 
bo reached, entailing the necessity of having 
a largo amount of capital employed. And, 
for prosecuting tho fisheries, on a scale 
large enough to be of uao to tho proposed 
colony of fishermen, it would bo necessary 
to havo wharves, steamers, cold storage and 
other appliances for keeping and transport- 
ing tho fish and fish products, these 
requirements could not be undertaken 
by the government. Thoy rei|nire veiy 
large capital, aud hence arose groat didl- 
culty. l!ut just hero a number of capital- 
ists stop in. An organization of wealthy 
men in Great Britain, who take great inter- 
est in coloiiiz.ition schuincs, have agreed to 
form a company under the namo of the 
^'ancouver Island Development Syndicate. 
The object of this company ia more espec- 
ially at first, at any rate, to undertake the 
development of the sea liaheriea round the 
coast of B. C. The capital of thia 
company will be large enough to 
enable thia arduous buainosa to be 
undertaken in a thorough manner, so as 
and almosk from tho first, to ensure succcbs. 
Tho capital ia put down at So, 000,000. The 
company propoao to open thoroughly 
equipped fiahing establishments along our 
coast, fully supplied with every requisite 
for carrying on tho fisheries. Arrangement 
is made for cold storage, both on land and 
on steamers, so that tho products can bo 
transported to the railways and ahippod in 
refrigerator Cars to all important points in 
Canada and tho United States, and probably 
even to Koropa, Accredited agents of the 
syndicate have already visited the United 
States and Canada, and havo, so far, I 
believe, completed arrangements as to 
secure a market for ull the fish products 
that they can ship. Works for tho utiliza- 
tion of waste fish and ofial, converting it 
into oil or guano, will be erected. Such a 
company, thoroughly organized and ready 
for work, could do nothing without the 
proper class of labor, and the colonization 
plan wdiich is before you will, we believe, 
provide exactly what ia wanted. It will 
bring tho families that are born, aa it were, 
to tho work ou to the spot wdiero their 
labor will ho required and where it will 
meet with fair payment. Such an organiza- 
tion as this at once enabled the Government 
to consider an assisted emigration plan, aa 
it was evident that, if tho right men could 
be got in auflicient numbers to enab'e such 
important work to ho prosecuted, it 
must benefit the province very greatly. 
A very important point in connection with 
this aohemo i3.that the clasa of emigrants to 
bo brought in will in no way 
come in conflict or come iu com- 
petition with any of our present 
population. On the contrary, if wo can 
settle a number of these communities round 
our shores, they will at once provide a great 
deal of work for the industrious clas-ses who 
are already in tho province, aud will un- 
doubtedly greatly improve trade generally. 
Tho fact of such colonies enabling tho Syn 
dicate to operate hero will cause a great ex- 
penditure of money among us, as the 
greater part of the expenditure for tho pur- 
poses of the syndicate must be made in the 
province. The details of tho scheme it is 
impossible to give in an Act of Par'iament. 
These details must bo loft to the Governtn- in 
Council to carry out. I may, however, 
aay that, under tho Act, an agreement will 
be made with tho Syndicate which will 
secure the thorough protection of the colo- 
nists in all their rights; they will come 
directly under the (iovernment. This ia the 
only position that such a form of immigra- 
tion can take. The British Government will 
jealously watch the rights of their settlers 
and see that the arrangements are such that 
they can be subject to no oppression or in- 
justice. The amount of the loan, aa I have 
before said, ia baaed on tho project of 
settling up to 1,000 or l,'2ij0 families in our 
province. It io conceded that £150 per 
family will be ample for all recjuirementa. 
This is arrived at as follows : passage money 
per family, an average of 5<.'i07 ; cost ot 
small house and sundries S'27."). Thia 
leaves about SIGS balance to start on, 
I may say, that these figures havo been ar- 
rived at by taking tho cost of similar immi- 
gration to Now Zealand, Canuda and Aus- 
tralia. It is hoped, however, that tho coal 
for the journey may be reduced somewhat, 
as it would certainly be if the C.P.B. can 
be induced to make their charge tho same, 
in proportion, to this province, us it is for 
parties-of immigrants to Manitoba. This 
advance tho families havo to p^iy back to 
the British Columbia Government in thirty 
years, with interest. I'J'ow, sir, wllilst 1 
am touching on figures, it will bo well to re- 
fer to the plan by which tho British Colum- 
bia Government is recouped for this money 
advanced to tho colonists. As this loan from 
the l?ritiah Government has to be rcpaiil in 
thirty years I projiosc to allow, sir, that, 
after allowing a good amount for contingen- 
cies, this iinniigratirin .scheiiic will cost the 
province notiiing. The loan is to )»: made 
in three sums of i;.")(),ll(J0 — the first of these 
aa anon aa the agreement is completed with 
the Briliah Government. They bear inter- 
est at tlirco per cent, jier aiinuin; but we do 
not pay thia interest until the sixth year, 
the lirat live yeiirs being added to capital. 
Takina the £50,000 at l?4.S5 it amouiita to 
.^'i-llijOOO. If we bring out ."ilJ faiiiiles the 
firat year wo should only require about tj.'lli,- 
000 for the jiurpose, tho Imlanco can bo in- 
reated at four ]n'.r cent. Say we bring out 
•200 families the next year, that will take 
up the balance of the lirat g'_'f2,500; but we 
shall have accumulated SM.OOU, or more, of 
interest to be re-invested. If we then goon 
with the scheme, taking the second instal- 
ment of the loan, tho same result will ho 
obtained, and so on for tho third; 
■SI) that if wo carried out the 
scheme in six years, we should have in hand 
at the end of that year about .'jl'),OU() of 
accrued interest, wliioh ia available for con- 
tingencies. At tho beginning of the fourth 
year tho first fifty familiea connneuco their 
annual payments. It will require, to pay 
back tho £150, with interest, tho sum of 
S48.'18. to ho paid annually; but it is pro- 
posed to make tho amount §50 per family, 
or less than I a dollar a week, for which 
tho family is provided with a piece of land, 
a home and good employment. This pay- 
ment, aggregating S2,600, will olso bo in- 
Tonted at i per cent. Tho next year there 
will be payment from 250 familiea, or Jl'i,- 
500, also to bo invested, and the iis.'ctyear 
payment from -150 families. Tho invest- 
ment of these payments will produce, with 
interest, ?;!8,2U(— in that year the first 
payment to the British Uovernmont will be 



made. This will amount, with interest, to 
$16,144.35, so that we shall have received 
from the settlers over $22,000 more than is 
required for our iirat payment. Carrying 
on the scheme in this form, investing ,the 
receipts from the colonists, it wiU:'be?oUnd 
that, at the end of ten years, tbereiis a fliiid 
of nearly §80,000. . .This is inMidditidntto 
the $40,000 above referred'to as arisltig from 
the investment of the portion of tho loan 
not required for immediate use. The§-10,- 
000 ot itself, if. invested at 1 percent., 
would go for to pay any contingencies in 
connection with the scheme. The following 
table will illustrate this' portion of the pro- 
position : ■ ■ • , • "

that the'^Iinjpertal Government had to bo a 
party to all.thiese arrangements, and that 
Government would be moat careful to seo 
that the rights of tho 'settlers were fully 
protected. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven' said that the subject 
under discussion was a most important one, 
it being that of the emigration of a class of 
settlers or fishermen known as Scotch 
Crofters. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — I did not aay so. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven coutinued that thia 
was tho first time any papers in connection 
with tho achcmo had been placed before the

I think, air, it is only right that I should 
give credit to the untiring energyofa gentle 
man who has worked hard to promote this 
emigration achcmo; whose ell'orts, I may 
aay, iniluccd the British Government to 
take it up. He has carefully gone into the 
whole matter; made most elahorato and 
careful calculations as to the financial part 
nf the plan, aud to him I am inebleil for 
the figures I have jilaced before you. 
They will be presented to j'ou in tabu- 
lated form so that they can bo fully 
appreciated. The compiler of them ia tho 
gentleman referred to, tho indefatigable 
Mr. Begg. I may add, sir, that as a further 
preventive against Iohs to the province, 
tho British Government will pay il-'iOl) a 
year for three years for contingent e.vpensea 
in connection with the scheme. So far I 
have gone iulo particulars respecting the 
two bills before tlie Jllou.ac; but I have not 
said anything as to the class of emigrants 
proposed to be introduced. There has l)een 
a feeling in connection with assisted emigra- 
tion that only the poorest and most inclU- 
cient portion of the Inhabitants of a crowded 
district would emigrate under such a plan. 
Well, air, the Government will take 
great precantions on this point. They 
will only accept tho very best sort of 
men, those of most industrious and ener- 
getic habits, and of good moral character. 
1 found, last summer, wdiilst in England, in 
di.seiissing this niatfor with geiitlomen 
much inleresteil in Ihi- welfare of the 
massps, that, they all, at lir.st. wiTO oppiiseil 
to a scheine of the kinil, on the ground that 
the colonieH would want the bLsl (A the 
pco])le to emigrate, and would so leave a 
poor elas.s behinil ; but, aft or Ci'.rcfully con- 
sidering the matter, they had arrived at a 
very strong conviction, that lliis was 
really tho only way to make their assisted 
emigration sclieiiu; .successful. It is true it 
v,-r)uld take the best blood out of the 
country; remove, in f.-icf, the toji strata of 
the industrious class; hut this would work 
its own cure, as the next .strata would rise 
to the top and soon improve under tho new 
condition, and thus the plan would be grjod 
for all. It ia important that tlieao bills 
should bo in the Iinnda of tho Britiah Gov- 
ernment at an early day, as they will be 
partiea to tho agreement. The settlera, on 
their arrival, will lie able to go at ouoo on 
to their land; they will liuvl homes and re- 
munerative work waiting them. Care will 
be taken that their plots of land shall bo 
suitalilo for them, that they shall all have 
suitable water frontage, to enable them to 
prosecute their labors, and that the blocks 
of land of each comir^unity shall alternate 
with tho blocks of land in tho hands of the 
syndicate. 

Mr. Cotton asked tho Finance Minister, 

before ho concluded his remarks, to explain 
if any definite arrangomot was to he made 
that tho company should only got their 
grant of land on tho basis of so many acres 
to each colonist brought in and settled in 
the country. 

Hon'. Mr. TruNi-.R replied that lie had, 
during the course of his remarks, said that 
there were certain of tho arrangements to 
be made in tho agreement wdtli tlieeomjjany 
and the Imperial (iovernmont, which could 
not be given to tho House in detail. T'lieae 
iiiatteis would hav(! to bo left to the Lieut. - 
(.lovernor in Council, who would aeo that 
the agreement would be very carefully 
drawn up, and in such a way aa would fully 
protect tho interesta of the colonists. I'lir- 
t^r than this, tho land taken up by the 



mendiura of the House at all, and, now, all 
that was given hon. mendiors for their in- 
formation was wdiat was contained iu the 
two bills. The Hon. Kinancc Minister bad 
said that in Ida speech he ilid not use the 
word Crofters. That was what struck him 
(Mr. Beaveii) as being most peculiar, and 
was really but another proof of the neces- 
sity for tiio House to look very carefully 
into the details. This was more especially 
the case when the Finance Minister was 
found denying that he had, in his, speech, 
made any reference to the Crofters, and as 
the House had all along led hon. members 
to understand that the scheme was 
one which referred particularly to 
the Crofters. Ho road from the 
speech from tb« Throne to force thia 
contention. It was probably quite true, 
however, he continuea, that the present 
proposals had no reference to the question 
of Crofter settlement; but that was all the 
more reason why tho House should havo the 
fullest information. He thought that when 
the two bills were read together, every hon. 
gentleman of the House would come to the 
coneluaion that the House was entitled to 
the fullest information possible. In the 
first ])lace, he said, it was proposed to make 
the province liable for the aum of £150,000. 
Whether the acheme was a success or a fail- 
ure, the province would bo bound to pay 
back that sum to the Imperial Governnient, 
and before such a liability was incurred, it 
would be but fair for tho House to know- 
all about the scheme. It was true enough 
that a company had been formed, called the 
Vancouver Island Development Syndicate, 
(limited,) which coniimny proposed, if thoy 
went into the enterprise, to put up the sum 
of §100,001), but at tho sumo lime they 
wanted the province to put up half a mil- 
lion acres of land, so that, under any cir- 
cumstances, the company could not be the 
loser. The province would, in case of fail- 
ure, stand to lose the 500,000 acres of laud 
and the £150,000 besides, and would get 
nothiug in return. The ostensible object of 
bringing the colonists hero, whether they 
were Crofters or not, was to develop tho 
deep-sea fisheries of the proviuco. He (Mr 
Heaven) had to confess that so far as his 
knowledge went and so far as the knowl- 
edge of commercial men in this province, 
with whom he was acquainted, went, the 
value of the deep-sea fisheries was an un- 
known quantity. It was true that the 
Boards of Trade in tho cities of Victoria and 
Vancouver had urged upon tho Dominion 
Government to make surveys of the deep- 
aoa fisheries, but so far these representations 
had had uo'efiiect. Like us in the case nf a 
good many others, no one knew at the 
present time whether those fisher- 
ies were of any value or not. 
I le thought the proposals were bald onoa. 
Tiie bill did not set forth tho particulars, 
but simply proposed the scheme in outline, 
leaving the details to be settled by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in (Council. He was 
willing to grant that a very large amount of 
power nuiat be left in the hands of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in ('onncil in connection 
with this matter ; but thought that before 
the House should be aakeil to vote that 
power lliiit tlic hille.st details should be 
given. He would ask that the full papers 
in connection with the matter should be 
Bubinitted to tho House, so that each mem- 
ber would be in a position for hiBi.ielf to 
go into the whole matter fully and inielli- 
genlly aud lorm his own opinion as to the 
ailvi.s diility of the scheme. He (.Mr. Beavon) 
had his doubts as to whether it Wcts advisabli; 
to place this large aniounl of laiul in t he 
hands of a syndicate, and he was not sure 
that, under tho proposed agreement that 
this company or syndicate would m.ike with 
the Government, they would not bo in a 
position at any time to demand that the 
land bo turned over to them wdthout re- 
serve, whether the aohemo should turn out 
a success or not. He would, therefore, 
move in amendment, seconded by Mr. Cot- 
ton, that the further consideration of tlioss 
two bills, Nos. 61 and 62, he deferred until 
such time as the Government would he able 
to bring before the House the fullest infor- 
mation with regard to nil the details. 

Hon. Mb. Davie: That would defeat the 
very object. 

Hon. Mr. Bkave.v continued that the re- 
mark of tho Attorney-General, that llic 
bringing of the information down to the 
Houae \i0uld defeat the very obji.'ct of iliu 
bill, gave him all the mure rea- 
f-on for diMiKindiiiL! that this full 
information should bo brought down, 
lie rcpeattjil what he had said aa to l.lie 
diUiger of putting so much power into the 
hands of the Lieut. -Goveriior-in-Council. 
in coneluaion ho hi)[)ed the Government 
would acceed to his ])ropo3al and let the 
matter remain over until the fullest infor- 
mation was before the Houae. As the 
matter stood at present he would defer any 
further remarks. 

Hon. Joh.n Robso.v, in riaing to speak, 
was received with applause. He said: 
Under tho oireumatanoca, luul in view of 
tho fa(its that must bo plainly ovidcnt to 
every member of this House, I umst o|>pose 
the amendment moved by tho hon. leader of 
the Opposition. That hon. gentleman 
would have this House believe that none uf 
the members know anything about this 
matter at all. Such is not tlio case. In 
the first place ho stumbled over the fact 
that in tlio speech from tho Throno tho 
scheme now before the House was referred to 
as certain proposals re Crofter emigration, 
and in tho preaent bills and in tho present 
debate, there ia no r.^forencu whatever 
made to tlio Crofters. Well, I think I can 
explain that to the complete aatisl'aetion of 
my hon. friend. Originally, the acheme 
was pure and simple, a Crofter acheme, 
that ia a scheme to bring out a colony of 
Crofters from Scotland and settle them at 
various points along the acaboard of the 
Province. The acheme, sir, has been under 
llio consideration of the GovernmoiiL for 
some year.s, and until thia year, the (.iov- 
ernment never saw its way clear to carry it 
out, But, within the paat few months or 
more, certain changes havo taken place, 
which havo enabled tho Government to 



make some headway in tho matter, and the 
result U, that we havo brought down tho 
two bills which are now before the House, 
to-day, and thoao bills, eir, as has 
been said before, enunciate the policy of the 
Government on thia most important ques- 
tion, and, QS they deal with the same mat- 
ter, they must stand or . fall together. Tho 
reason that the Crofter part of tho scheme 
has disappeared ia that tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment has given ua tho option of selecting 
Scotch Crofters or Kngliali lialiermen, or 
Scotch fiabcrmon, or Iriah fiahormen if we 
want to. Wo can have our pick and clioico 
of tho whole of them, and can take tho ones 
that we think will be beat for our purpoaes 
and moat advantageoua to the province, and 
to the project we have in view. In other 
worda, they do not confine ua to the Croft- 
ers, and we have, therefore, eliminated any 
apecial reference to that claa.^ of colonists. 
I do not aay thia bocauao that I think these 
Crofters, as a class, are not going to bu tho 
kind of people wo want. On the contrary, 
I believo that if we have full 
power to choose and select from them 
wo will get the very best jieople we want 
for thia purpose — and tho most suitable men 
and their families that wo could get any- 
where; but, at tho same time, we ore to 
havo tho option of saying what wo wish to 
do, and whom wo wish to tako, und we 
thought, therefore, that there was no 
tpccial object in referring to tlieni. The 
first idea in connection with this Crofter 
emigration scheme, which the Imperial 
Government seenieil to have, and which a 
good many other people also seemed to 
have, was that all that was necessary to bo 
ilone was to shovel them into ships and 
bring them out here, and that then they 
would be in a poaitiou to go ahead and be 
first-class settlers. That sehenio was 
too hazy and indefinite for us, and 
we long aco succeeded in getting ilic 
Imperial Qovornment to recoguizu tho 
fact that no sohemo of that kind woubi 
work at alL We furthermore succeeded in 
getting them to come to the conclusion that 
we should be allowed to select the very 
cream of the Crofters— tho very beat we 
could get oat of the whole lot. But, having 
come to that point, tho Imperial Govern- 
ment has deoidfed to go atill further, and 
baa at last allowed ua to select the beat 
fishermen in the whole of the Britiat Isles. 
That is the reason why my hon. friend tlie 
Finance Minister did not use the word 
Crofters in his speech, and why wc do not 
state that thia scheme ia particularly con- 
fined to that class of settlers (applause). 
Now then, we come to another point. The 
hon. leader of tho Opposition asks this 
House to lofd< at the scheme in the light 
that it is certain we would be out the 500,- 
000 acres of land and would be responsible 
to the Imperial Governnieut for tho sum 
of .tlSO.OOO, whether tho scheme turns out 
to be a succcsa or a total failure. That is 
not the case, and it is not altogether fair to 
put the ])rnposition in that way. It has 
been recognized by this Government from 
tho very iirst that the scheme was more or 
less experimental, and we propoao to pro- 
ceed carefully and c;iutioualy in carrying it 
out atep by step. Our idea is, that in tho 
first place we will only bring out a few of 
these fishermen and then, if these succeed 
in doing well and tho results of their work 
comes up to our expectations, we will go on 
and bring out other settlers and their fami- 
liea up to tlie number of 1,'2G0 fami- 
lies. Hut luHliing beyond the first batch 
will bo brought out unless tho first batch 
and tho first results prove satisfactory, so 
that this province cannot be let in for 
or made liablo for the $7oO,00() 
unless it has step b^ step , carried out the 
scheme to the full limit; and that will not 
be done unless it turns out to be fully suc- 
cessful. It is not, as X said, fair to ask this 
House to look at tho matter in tho way that 
the hon, leader of tho Opposition would 
have tho House believe ia the true light. 
Then, again, with regard to tho 500,000 
acres of land, hon. mombcrs of thia Houae 
must understand that not an acre of that 
land will be allowed to pass out of the pos- 
aesaion of the Government, not an acre will 
he conveyed to the company or syndicate, 
until such times aa they carry out their 
ahare of the work, and fulfil their share 
of the agreement. It is part of their agree- 
ment that they are to proceed at once 
and build large wdiarves and re- 
frigerators and cold storage warehouses 
aud establish a line of steamers with cold 
storage houses for the purpose of conveying 
the lisli that are taken by these settlers 
from their boats to tho nearest point of 
marketing. Why, sir, I am crcdiuly in- 
formed that one of the freezing houses that 
ia to be built, the ono that is to be built 
here in tho city of Victoria, will »ost not 
less than §75,000, and another one of the 
same kind is to lie bui^t in Vancouver, and 
also, I am given to understand, it may be 
ncceisary to build ono at 'raooma. This 
latter one will be out of the province, I 
know, butithat cannot bo allou'td to inter- 
fere, aa our object is to develop these deep 
sea fisheries, and arrangements must be 
maile for transhipment at tho various 
[lointa where the railroad may bo taken 
They will go ahead and estr.b'.isli their lines 
of steamers, build up these stor iijo ware- 
houFca, and all that kind of thing, and 
the arrangement made is that th(^ 
Government ia to ;,'o along with tliein, 
hand in band, and it the first 
slop proves to bo unsuccessful and contrary 
to our expectal idiH, wc shall then be in a 
position to stop the whole thing at once, 
and are not lanind to 140 any further. We 
are not bound, at that lime, to aleinate 
from the Crown ojio acre of the public land, 
which, by one (;t these bills, is granted, and 
the whole House may be sure tliat the (iov- 
ernment v. ill look widl to it that tho inter- 
ests of the province are thoroughly pro- 
tected. (Ap|)lanse.) It is extremely unfair 
for the hon. geuLlennin oppo.iito to ask this 
House to believe that the Government will 
be bound for the S750,OO0 and a large 
amount of land besides, in case tho scheme 
should prove a failure. The whole thing 
has to be proved, step by step, and, ua one 
move proves succosaful, we shall go en with 
the next one, but, should any step that wo 
make fail, wo aro not, in any way, bound to 
go on a einglo point further. Tliua, sir, tho 
wulfareof the settlers will be guarded, and 
the interests of tho whole province as well. 
Wo recognize that the wdiolo thing is in the 
nature of an experiment, and we have bo 
arranged matters that tho province will not 
be held liablo for a single dollar. I now 
come, sir, to another point with which I 
wish' to deal. I was sorry, sir, and great- 
ly surprised, to find the hon. leader of tho 
Opposition casting doubts on tho value of 
our deep aea fisheries. Thoy might bo of no 
value, ho said, and again they might be 
worth something, but at the present time 
no one know what they were good for. Sir, 
it Eeems to me that these remarks came 
with especially bad grace from him, for 1 
cannot see lunv or whj' any lion, member of 
this House, at such a lime aa this more 
especially, v/ould venture to cast 
doubts on the valuo of these fish- 
eries. Wo have been talking for years 
of our great nat ural roaonrcea and wealth, 
and have been saying, for yeara, that those 
ivati rs are simiily teeming with fish of all 
kinds. We have talked about what ivealth 
wo have there, aud havo spoken of tho enor- 
mous value of our great sea farm '; and I 
think it comes with bad grace from that

(net. Tlioae gentlemen who have this 
ter in hand have gone very fully and 
Ifully into the scheme ami have ligured 
they can do all tliia and yet liave a very 
Iprotit on the fi-sh when they place them 
lie markets of the world, while they are 
lident that they will be able to supply 
|y town and city upon the northern part 
lie continent. How could the develop 
t of our deep-aea fiahcriea he encouraged 
rosecuted without an organization, a

With regard to the <leep 
fialiei'iea, wo have been compliiiniuf; — 
I think with reason — that the Dominion 
ernmeut has not lioen doing itfl dutj' in 
i>l to making siirveya, etc. We have 
urging upon them 1 he necessity of their 
iig ucliou to survey the waters and lo- 
the banks and the Ueab grounds, and to 
3 know where certain kinds of fish are 
found, and a great deal more that 
could have found out; but so far th':y 
done little or nothing, and I think thit, 
iew of all thi.s, it is a perfect god-send 
he province that this company should 
e been organiz-'d, and should bo prepared 
dopt such a jierfeet achemo for carrying 
he work. ( .Ijiplause. ) With regard to 
conveyance; of these fish to market, tho 
puny will lie prepared as I 
u said, to take thorn from tho 
ts of the liahermon and will 
deliver them to consumers iu different 
a of the continent in exactly the same 
dilion aa that in which they were caught. 

conceive of no other plan that will 
ts operation be so beneficial to British 
[inibia, and would inure in the same way 
he general good. A very large amount 
loney will luive to bo spent in different 
;a of the province by tho company in 
ying out their schemes, and this will 
> employment to a large number of. men, 
des those who will bo brought out from 
United Kingdom for tho direct purposes 
iahing. There was an objection raised 
Ilia scheme some time ago, when some 
pie said that iu (iirect rc.-iiilt would be 
)ring out a lot of ch(!ap labor that would 
rale directly against, and come into 
ipotttioQ with, tho mou who weru al-; 



ready here, but thero can bo no such objoc 
tion OS that to the present proposal, which 
will not result in the bringing out of 
paupers, but will rather result in tho bring 
ing out of the pick and choice of tho fish 
ornion classes of tho Mother Country, who 
will bo « valuable addition to our )iopula- 
tion, and, instead of coming into competi- 
tion with tho men already here, will bo an 
indirect means of making work more plenti- 
ful, and bringing more money into circula- 
tion. Will that interfere with tho working 
classes of tho province ? Will that iuttr- 
fero with labor here ? ^Vhy, certainly not. 
(Ja the conlr.iry, it will tend to bring freah 
life r.i;d new vigor into tho iuduatriea al- 
ready eatahlished, and the direct result will 
be to benefit tho wiiolo oi the province. I 
t.iiuk there could hardly ho u Eohomo more 
calculated to promote tho interests 
of both labor and capital in tho pro- 
vince than the ono that, is here pro- 
posed. Taking all these thiuga together, I 
think that every hou. member of thia House 
should at once rccoguizo tho fact that the 
proposal now made is one thut cannot fail 
to be greatly in the interests of the pro- 
vince, no matter how it is looked at, and I 
do hojio that no hon. member will be led 
away by tho foolish statements of the' hon. 
leader of tho Opposition. I think tliat thia 
ia one of thouo question on which, above all 
other things, we should put party lines 
aside and deal, without prejudice and wiih- 
out any thought hut that of the best inter- 
ests of tho province, with tho (juestion we 
have before us to-day (prolonged applause). 

Mit. Cotton, in supporting tlio amend- 
ment moved hy the leader of the Opposi- 
tion, fi'iid that ho was (|uito prepared to 
ngreo with the leader of the tioveriiment 
tliat this was a matter which should he dealt 
with entirely without reference to party. 
It was, in fact, for thia very reason, that he 
would ask that the second reading of the 
bills bo deferred in order that there might 
bo afforded to the House the fulloat oppor- 
tunity possible to have tho iiicac complet'! 
information regarding the measure. The 
position taken by tho hon. leader of the 
Opposition did not require any further en- 
dorsement than the stateinenta made by the 
hon. the Fiuaiiec Minister and tho hon. 
Premier; for neither of those goiitlemeii had 
protended to understand tho details at all, 
and, as thia was audi an important matter, 
it waa necessary tliat before tho House 
should grant what was asked for they should 
fully understand it. As he road the bills 
all the understanding he could get of the 
subject waa that tho company was to bo 
formed and was to deposit the sum of 
SIOO,000 with the Uovernment, and was 
then to go ahead and spend .$100,000 in 
making improvements, and then the Gov- 
ernment would have to give thorn back tho 
§100,000 they had deposited as security 
that they would do this, and the Govern- 
ment would also be bound to convey to 
them the 600,000 acres of land granted by 
the bill. 
Hon'. Mkmi!ER.s ; No, no. 
Mn. Cotton ; That is all I can under- 
stand. He eontinneil that, from what ho 
had been able to read, all he could say waa 
that tho bills theinaelvea boro out tho rea- 
aonableuesa of hia argument. He cnuld not 
see hia way clear to vote for a grant of land, 
unless the Government would say that the 
lurge grant of land that was aaked for was 
going to bo divided pro rata amongst a cer- 
tain number of aettlera and colonista who 
wore going to be placed upon the ceahoard. 
He thought it was quite clear that, under 
tho terms of tho agreement, ao far aa it 
was indicated in tho billa, tho company 
could, at any time, demand the whole (jf 
the land. Then another thing he wanted 
to know was, what were tho company going 
to spend their money for, except simply to 
go into a good achomo for themselves, and, 
liaving the backing of the Government and 
a sure grant of a largo parcel of land, they 
would be safe in their invcitinent, and 
would create a giant monopoly. There 
were many details that he wanted to know 
about before he could be prepared to vote 
intelligently. Under theae circumatanoes, 
it would be wrong for the Government to 
forco a vote, for thero were many of the 
Opposition and Independent members who 
believed that the seheme was a good one, 
on condition that it was well carried out 
iu details. Ho wished it understood that 
ho threw no discredit on the soheuie, Imc 
would rather say that ho thought it shuuid 
be carried' by a nnanimoua vote uf iiii 
House, HO that it might be telegraplu li 
I'higlaud that the Legislature of the pi i>- 
vince of British Columbia hud deciiled 
unanimously to go in fOr tho matter. If tho 
Government wished the Opposition and In- 
dependent memhera of tho House to share 
the respouaibility they should bring down 
all the papers in connection with tho pro- 
posal. 

Mit. H.vr.i. aaid that he had from tho very 
first looked upon the present achemo with 
great favor, and had certainly heard nothing 
to-day that would lead him to ehaugo his 
viewa in any respect. It was a well known 
fact that ono of the most valuable sources of 
wealth of tho province was to bo found in 
her rivers and in the sea. The fishery wealth 
of Britiah Columbia ia, there waa every 
reason to believe, (juito on a par with that 
of the Atlantic sealioard ; but, with the ex- 
ception of the aalnion fishing, which is 
strictly a river industry, no organized elfort 
had been made to reap the harvest of the 
sea in the province. He reviewed what had 
been done in the way of forming the 
Syndicate, and iu reply to ' what 
had been said by the hon. senior 
member for Vancouver (Mr. Cotton) noted 
the fact that the prinoiful condition requir- 
ed by the company waa a grant of 500,000 
acres of land contiguous to the seaboard. 
Thia might appear a large concession in re- 
turn for the capital to lie applied in devel- 
oping our reaourcea, especially as wo had 
every reason to believe the business would 
lie of a character lucrative enongli to pay 
good dividends; but it would be I'eeognized 
at once, by any hon, member at all fan:ili,ir 
with the sensitive condition of the London 
money market — the result of the diiiastrcnLs 
experience of recent years — that it waa 
simply impossible to obtain money for the 
prosecution of any untried industry 
merely on an estimate of prospective 
profits. In fact, the morn tempting such 
a prospeetua ajipeared, the ehancea of ob- 
taining money were on the inverse ratio. 
Further, it waa notorious, lie said, in the 
exporience of countries having large fishing 
intereats, that tho industry has often been 
of the nioit iluctuating character, a fact of 
which capitalista were quite cognizant. It 
became, therefore, necessary, if tho fisheriea 
of Britiah Columbia were to bo developed by 
the comprehensive scheme which the (iov- 
ornmcnt deserves credit for conceiving, that 
in order to obtain tho application of this 
capital, there must he oU'erodas a guarantee 
and basia upon wliich it can bo subscribed, 
the land grant already referred to. British 
Columbia contains, he aaid, a greater acre- 
age than that of any ))rovince 
of Canada. Tho area naked can well 
be spared, especially when it is rouiembercd 
that it covers our leant accessibla districts. 
Theae remote and uninhabited lands were 
so situated that, but for the operation of 
this achemo, they wore likely, in most cosoa, 
to remain a wilderness for the' next hiilf- 
contury. Not only would tho carrying out 
of thia schomo bring soltlonienb to those 
ronioto districts, but, through the operation 
of the company, adjacent lands will come 



into demand because of tho facilities pro- 
vided for transport. Tho public interest is 
adequately safe guarded in the condition 
imposed by tho Government — that tho 
lands granted should bo subject to 
taxation after ten years — and, con- 
sidering tho prospective extent of tho 
eompany'a operation, ten years v.ua a moder- 
ate period to allow it to get its system fair- 
ly in operation. It would then be taken 
not only upon uU tho land occupied but 
upon every aero awaiting development. 
The country woulii thereforu obtain a taxa- 
tion rovenuo ub leivst, and no eneourago- 
luent under this arrangement will bo given 
to holding tho lands for speculativo pur- 
poses. The sohemo now proposed by the Gov- 
ernineut waa the best anti-Chinese move- 
ment that could ho instituted, and would 
have the uffeet hou. gentlemen opposite 
vvero always profusseilly so anxious to ac- 
complish. In conclusion ho went into do- 
tails in prder to show the relative and com- 
parative value of tho .fisheries in this and 
other provinces. 

Hon. Mb. Davie continued the debate. 
Ee doprecated the action of the leader of 
the 0[)position, and hia deputy, the senior 
ineinber for Voacodver (Mr. Cotton) in 
brhiguig in such nn umondmeiitas they had, 
as it waa nothing more or less than a covert 
attempt to kill tlie bill. Instead of ono of 
these gentlemen moving tho adjournment of 
tho debate,. so as to show their boiiajiUcs, 
they'had to go to work and get up a resolu- 
tion that would defeat tho very object they 
profeased to bo endeavoring lo serve, and, 
in the form of a motion to get more infor- 
mation they were trying to give the Govern- 
ment a sugar-coated pill (laughter). But 
their little scheme would not work. He 
did not aupjioye the deputy leader of tho 
Ojipobition knew exactly what the full par- 
port and meaning of the resolution was. 
lie was not old enough or experienced ehouoh 
a parliaiuentarian for that (laughter), because 
if ho (.Mr. t';)llon) had known anything at 
all h.e must have known that to carry the 
aiiieiulment would he to defeat the bill and 
the t^overumeiit. 

Mn. CoTTo.v claimed the protection of 
the House. He was not, he said, the 
deputy leader of the Opiiusition, but waa 
the senior meuibor for V^ancouver. (Pro- 
longed huighter. ) 

Hon'. Mil. D.vvit; continued that he 
thought the hon. member who had just in- 
terjected would have felt very greatly flat- 
tered at the title ho had been given. So far 
as the real facts were concerned, ho said, it 
was always uuiieratood that the membi'r for 
Vancouver (.Mr. Cotton) waa aspiring for 
the position of loader of the Oppoaitioii, 
and it certainly looked very much like that 
to-day, us tho member referred to had 
moved his seat up near to that of the leader 
of tho Oppodition, so as to bo able to advise 
him when any important matter came up. 
(Laughter.) Another thing was, thut tlie 
independent members of the House, who sat 
mostly on the Government aide, objected very 
strenuoualy to the claim put forward thut 
the mouihor for Vancouver (Mr. Cotton) was 
their leader. (Renewed laughter.) Con- 
tinuing, Mr. DavIo that ho waa sorry the 
information that waa wanted was not, at 
prc jent, available for the information of all 
the irenibera of the House. It was being 
printed, and was to have been down during 
the afternoon, but v.'us unavoidably delayed. 
Tho agreement that would be made with 
the syndicate for the carrying out of the 
home now propoaeil in the bills before the 
House, would bo an agreement made by 
three parties — the Imperial (iovernnient, 
tho I'rovinciiil Government ami the tiyiuli- 
cato; and the Imperial Government, which 
look as great an iiuerest in the scheme aa 
the Provincial ( Joveniment, would seo thut 
proper safeguards were provided for. Ha 
conchided his remarks hy moving the ad- 
journ'iient of the debate. 

Mr. iSK.ui.lv, speaking to tho motion to 
ailjourn the debate, said ho considered it 
passing strange that there need be any 
delay at all about the bills aa the Govern- 
ment should have had all the information 
before the House, and it should not have 
been necessary to ask for an adjouinnient in 
order to get it. In thia matter he w.is sure 
the Government was simjily following out 
its old tactics and was endeavoring to keep 
the House in total darkness of what was 
going on. 

Mk. BiiowN- supported the motion to 
»''} i.ii 11 the debate, and announced that ho 
u old li .ve something very interesting to 
.> v\ h n tho debate was resumed. 
G . f the motion to adjourn the debate, 
was put, 

Hon. Mb. Theser announced that the 
papers the Govonimont proposed to bring 
down in connection witli the bill were now 
being printed, and would, perhaps, be ready 
to bring down tulnight. 

The motion waa tlien put, and tho debate 
was adjourned.

Sin,— J have the honor to hand you herewith, 
a copj' of a telcf^raphic despatch from Lord 
Ivnutaford, Colonial Secretary, London, to His 
Excellency, the Governor-General, Oil.awa, 
bearing dale the ISt.h in.st., reipicsUnt,' ihaL the 
projicr i)ort auihoi ity at all harbors on tho Pa- 
cific Coast, bo tlirected to inform owners of 
vessels clearlni,', or which havo cleared, this 
yoir for Behring's Sea, that Her Majesty's 
Govornnicnt and tho Governniont of the Uni- 
ted States havo agreed to aubmlt to arbitra- 
tion the question whether sealers have a right 
of the Uaited States to seal in BebrinK Sea to 
tho east of the Russian lino ; that both Gov- 
ernments have made propositions for inter- 
mediate retiulalions restraining' tho ci'teh of 
seals in the said waters in ease the arbitration 
aKreenienl should be ralilled, and that nolieo 
be t,'iven to all sealers pruparinj,' to seal in tho 
said waiers that Ihey no HO at, their own risk, 
warning; them of the liability lo inlerrupl ^o j tu 
which they may bo exposed in cunseiiueiico of 
the said atjrocmonts. 

You will, thereforo, tiike prompt and elll- 
ciont action in tho premises, and scj that tho 
master.s and owtaera of vessels clearinB this aoti- 
son from >ourport, or from any place under 
the survey of your port,-aro furnished with a 
copy of tho text of the despatch and their 
special attention called thereto, and that tlioy 
bo particularly warned of th.) poaalblo cousu- 
c|ueneob in ease of any non-atteution to tho in- 
timations llierein centained.

Collector Milne will notify each of tho 

sohoonera in port — there are only two or 
three— and report the name of each vessel 
receiving the warning, to Ottawa; ho will 
also inform tho departmenuil authorities 
that all the Heel, wiili the excejilion of a 
few .slra;,'i;lers, are now liuuilreds of miles 
at sea, and that, further, they will not 
accc'iJt a warinng to leave liehring .Sea, un- 
less ir, comes t'roiii a British source; if 
Americans are to he allowed to serve tin; 
warning', il must he in writing, willi Dritish 
signalure.H, to ho respected and obeyed by 
British subjects. 

After diseusisiiig the contents of the docu- 
ments given al)OV(!, the sealers, late in the 
afternoiJii, forv.arded a telegram to Hnn. 
Chas. II. Tapper, Minister of Marine, the 
contents of which it is not considered wise 
to make pulilic at present, but to which a 
reply is looked for to- day. In the evening, 
a meeting of the Association was held in 
the office of Mr. Richard Hall, tho |)re.si- 
dcnt, (^.i.pt. J. (1. ('i)X ciecu])ying (he eliair. 
The mailer of preparing clain.s tor eoiiipou- 
satioM under the moil us rin.inli of last year, 
which should havo been tirst liikeii up in 
the ordinary course of buaiuess, was de- 
ferred for conaidcration at another day, and 
tho time of the meeting was entirely devoted 
to the discussion of the latest phase of the 
question, as developed during the morning. 
The documents received from Ottawa woro 
considered in conjUDGtiou with the aubse- 
ipient correspondence between Lord Ivnuta- 
ford and iSir J uliun Pauncefoto, made public 
by telegraph, and the fioAI conclusion 
reached was that tho position of tho sealera 
is not materiiilly changed. Collector 
Milne's instructions are interpreted, not as 
a notice to the sciiler.s not to euler liehi iiig 
■Sea, but as an intiuifil ion to them thai tlioy 
run the r.'.sk of seeuring no coini)en.sation in 
the event of their being interrupted during 
the Kca.son. in lirief, it i.H taken that all 
now hinges upon the result of the arbitra- 
tion. Jl the arliil rators decidt! llie conlen- 
li'M!-' of the Amcrir;iins tire wrong, ihey will 
as.se.sii llie ainotiiit of compensation for fo-isos 
sustuineil by the seitlcrs this seiison, as w ell 
as in tho jiafct. If, by tho award, the 
liriti.sh are held to be in the wrong, the 
sealers take it lliat lliose scalers who havo 
lieen .seived with tho warning, received 
yesterday, cannot look to tho mother 
country tor compensation. 

Ihiring last night's meeting, a copy of the 
Winnipeg I'Veo Press of the Kith lost,, was 
produced, contahiing a telegram , from 
Ottawa, which said that the Canadian 
(iovernmf-iit had naked that the niotliis 
virciiili should he continued rather than 
there should be any slraining of trade rc- 
lutipiia between Canada and the United 
States. This was thought to bo a very , 



atrango act on the part of the Dominion 
Government — if tho contents of tho tolo 
gram wero true. Aa nothing hatl been 
licard of tho matter here, it was thought 
hardly probable. 

Tho telegram from Washington, D. C, , 
under dato of Sundtiy, saya : "Salisbury's 
reply to Acting Secretary Wharton's note 
of the 22nd iuat., oxpreasiug tho hope of the 
President that>Lord Salial ury would give a 
prompt and friendly renewal of laat year'a 
moduH L'ireudi for the protection of seal life 
in liehring Sea, laid before tho President, 
this afternoon, bears dato of the 2Uth, and 
was received by Wharton, to-day, through 
I'auncefote. When Wharton laid it before 
the President, he had a htiul talk with him 
regarding tho contents. Neither the Presi- 
dent nor the Secretary would indicate 
through the proas tho nature of the com- 
munication. 

" Pauncefotc'a note of Juno 14, 1890, to 
Blaine, referred to in Salisbury's reply of 
March 26, expressed his regret at failure 
to receive assurance that during tho con- 
tinuance of negotiations for tho settlement 
of tho seal liaherica question British vessels 
would not be iutcrforeil with by tho United 
Slates revenue cutters in Behring Sea out- 
side of territorial limits, and protested 
against such interference with ]5ritish ves- 
sels, and saitl that Ifer Majesty's Clovern- 
inciit had learned with great concern that 
tin; (lovornmeut of the United Slates has 
issued instructions to revenue cruiserj: about 
to be dispatched t? HvhriugSea under which 
tho vessels of British subjects would again be 
exposed in tho prosecution of their legiti- 
mate industry ou tho high aeiia to unlawful 
intcrferonoe at tho hands of American oifi- 
ccra. HerlMajesty 'a Government was anxious 
to co-operate to the fullest extent of their 
power with the Government of the United 
States in suah measures as m*y be found 
expedient for the protection of me seal fisfa- 
erics. Tliey at tho present moment ore 
engaged in examining, in concert with the 
( Government of tho Uuilod States, the best 
method of arriving at an agreement upoa 
that point. But they cannot admit tho 
right of the United States of their own 
solo motion to restrict for this pur- 
pose tho freedom of navigation of Behring 
Sea, which the United States themselves in 
former years convincingly and successfully 
vindic'ited; nor to enforce their nninicipal 
legisliitiou against British vessels on the 
high seas beyoml the limits of their terri- 
torial jurisdiction. Her Alajesty'a (iovern- 
tnent is therefore unable lo pass over with- 
out notice the public annouiiecineiit of in- 
tention on the part of the Coveriinioiit of 
the United States lo renew acts of intcrfer- 
oncB with British vessels iiavigaliiig outside 
the territorial limits of the Uniteil .States, 
of which they havo previously had lo com- 
plain. The note concludes : 

"The mulersigi'cil, in coiisoiiuence, is in- 
trusleil to formally |)rolest against such in- 
terference, and give notice that Her Britan- 
nic Miij.sty's Coverninent must hold tho 
( Government of tho United States responsi- 
ble for any conseipiencea that maj' ensue 
from acts which are contrary to tho estab- 
lisheil principles of ioternational law. The

Jiidgo Hanford decided tho caso 
against her and entered a decree of for- 
feiture.
